We have b1! aaked ourselves Oio question 
why well educated Americom, somo ol them 
financially Independent, turn to communism. 

It's easy to understand why certain op' 
iwrtunlst pomiclftna and others with ulterior 
motives might play with communism. And It 
Btanda to reajon that they will ftaln a cer- 
tain following omonE the ignorant and more 
rabid aKltators. 

But why any successful, well educated 
American would bow to tho red Inlluence— 
ttaat'i ft mystery. , 

. OoDaldarable light U thrown on this sub- 
jMt in thrf September issue ot The Elks 
■ magaxltte, with 0«n. Dwlght Elsenhower, FBI 
ptreetor J. Bdgar Hoover and Dr. Richard 
BrlelDier, an outstanding psychiatrist, eX' 
in«ailtig their tIswb. 

While the observations oI General Elsen- 
hower and Director Hoover are llIumlnatlnB, 
tor say the leaat, tho conclusions ol Dr. 
Brickner are most Interesting and slgnlll- 
cant. 

aeneral Elsenhower believes that Ameri- 
can communlats lall Into several classlflca- 
tlon«, each motivated by different reasons. 
There are tho ambitious and unscrupulous 
who desire power; the luzzy-minded indi- 
vldualB who Jump from an Isolated undemo- 
cratic condition to tho conclusion that the 
whole country la no good; the Introverts who, 
unable to lace the world of reality, llnd an 
"almost Chrlat-llke simplicity In Marxian 
dlalectlca"; ind the largest group of all-^the ' 
Jealous, mentaUy and physically lazy, the dls- 
aatlslled who, laclclng capacity or -will- to- 
make their own way In our society, would 
pull down tha whole structure. 

FBI Chief I^oover believes that the cause 
must he laid primarily to our 'fallure to root 
eduoatlon In the eternal moral principles 
of justice, mercy, faith In man and God. A 
t>erson whose education has not given him 
an understanding and appreciation of the 
moral foundatlona of western civilization la 
a personality adrift, lost In society, and Is an 
easy prey to false doctrines, accepts ideaa 
without critical ahalysls, BomeVhere along 
the line his educational couplings, not ce- 
mented by loyalty to the Ideals of religion 
and democracy, have come loose and he 
heada Into the desert ot dictatorship. 

Dr. Brlclcner prefaced his remarks with a 
brief lecture on some of the fundamentals 
ot psychology as they bear on the question 
put to him. He explained that people are mo- 
tivated largely by two types of characteris- 
tics—Inherited and acquired. 
"^ftniongThe inosttniportantof the Inherited- 
characteristics are the survival functions or 
attack and defense, also the relationship be- 
tween=pareiits=«hd-thBlriroung,-=--r-- 
' --■ - — acq uiiea - c h aractuii stl cs -Bre - the-reault-ot- 
envlronment and It Is these which determine 
the pattern In which inherited choracterls- 
tics ore expressed in the behavior of the in- 
dividual. 

Two of the acquired characteristics relate 
particularly to the communist mentality, 
according to Dr. Brlckner-^omplet* de- 
pendence upon strong authority (mother, 
lather) , or rage and rebellion against those 
upon whom we are dependent. 

As a case In point, he cited that of an 
~ avowed communist who came to him about 
seven years ago. His boIllBerence, extreme at 
first, diminished as the pattern of his com- 
pulsions was revealed to him. As his cure 
progressed ho began to avoid communist 
meetings, something unheard of only a short 
time before. 

"Then came the- day,'' said Dr. BrIcJcner. 
"when, reacting to a moment ot relaxed day- 
dreaming in my office, he uttered aloud the 
Jew necessary words that provided the key to 
hlB eventual cure: 'What can I do now?' he 
murmured. 'I don't want to hurt anybody 
anymore. What will I do naw?' " 

Then there is the case of a highly Intelll- 
gent and gifted young man who was the vic- 
tim of parental domination. He worshipped 
his mother, a devoted communist, and he de- 
. veloped entirely in her pattern. When psy- 
chiatric treatment freed him ol his utter de- 
pendence upon his mother, he discovered to 
his »urprIsa.that.-.hls,i:onimimlatL_attltude3. 
had vanished. He was still Interested In poll- 
. tics and economics, but In a well balanced 
and useful way. 

Doctor Brickner pointed out that running 
away from parental authority also can pro- 
duce communist deviation, and he related as 
an example the story ol three slaters, brought 
Up In the lap of luxury. Invited to communist 
headquarters by some of their rebellloaf, ado- 
lescent Irlends, the girls found a cordial wel- 
come. They marched hi picket lines, attended 
mass meetings and In other ways expressed 
their revolt. 

I\)rtunately as they matured they under- 
stood the reasons for their behavior and also 
the true nature of the "cause" they had 
helped.
